84- 69A-1 Scope of rules. These rules shall
govern the criteria and procedures for designation of
pests for control or eradication prograns on public
or private property other than dwellings in the
State. (Eff. )  (Auth: HRS 8§141-3)
(I'mp:  HRS 8141-3)

84-69A-2 Definitions. As used in this chapter:

"Agricul tural | ndustry" means agricul tural
horticul tural, aquacultural, or livestock industry.

"Board" neans the board of agriculture.

"Head" neans the head of the division of plant
i ndustry.

"Livestock” neans farm animals kept for use or

profit and includes but is not limted to horses,
mul es, cattle, sheep, goats, swne, and poultry.

"Noxi ous  weeds" means those plant speci es
determned to be or |likely to becone injurious,

harnful, or deleterious to the agricultural industry,
forest and recreational ar eas, and conservation
districts of the State and which are designated and
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listed as noxi ous weeds in chapter 4-68.
"Qther pests” neans any invertebrate pest harnfu
to the agricultural industry or vegetation of val ue.
"Veget ati on of val ue" nmeans vegetation such as
desirable trees, plants, and shrubs.

84-69A-3 Criteria to designate pests for control
or eradication. (a) Each insect, mte, other pest or
pl ant di sease designated by the departnent as a pest
for control or eradication prograns shall neet one or
nore of the followng criteria:

(1) There is a record of econom c danage in the

scientific literature docunmenting the
designated pest's potential for injury
to the agricultural i ndustries or

vegetation of value in the State.

(2) The designated pest is causing or is
about to cause econom c |oss by damage
to a crop or agricultural comodity,
by adversely affecting marketability,
causing a loss in yield, or the |ike.

(3) The designated pest transmts plant
di seases which cause economc loss to
a crop or agricultural comodity, by
adversely af fecting mar ket abi lity,
causing a loss in yield, or the |ike.

(4) The designated pest is injurious or
deleterious to livestock by virtue of

bei ng venonous, parasitic, or a
carrier or reservoir of diseases.
(b) Al'l  noxious weeds designated pursuant to

chapter 4-68 are pests for control or eradication
wi thin the neaning of this chapter.

84-69A-4 Procedure for the designation of pests
for control or eradication. (a) The head shall
direct a continuous program of study and eval uation
of insects, mtes, other pests, or plant diseases for
potential designation as pests.

(b) Study and evaluation of an insect, mte,
ot her pest or plant disease for designation as a pest
may be initiated by the head or, upon request, by
ot her governnent agencies or private organizations.

(c) When sufficient data have been accunul at ed
on an insect, mte, other pest, or plant disease to
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warrant designation, the head may submit to the board
a request for designation as a pest for control or
eradi cati on.

(d) The insect, mte, other pest, or plant
di sease shall neet the criteria for designation as a
pest, as provided in section 4-69A-3.

(e) An insect, mte, other pest, or plant
di sease shall be designated as a pest for control or
eradication by the departnent follow ng approval of
t he designation by the board, pursuant to chapter 91.

(f) The list of insects, mtes, other pests, or
pl ant di seases designated as pests, adopted by the
board on May 27, 1993, and |ocated at the end of this
chapter, is made a part of this section

(9) Wien the head determines that an insect,
mte, ot her  pest, or plant disease officially
designated as a pest no longer neets the criteria for
designation as a pest, the head may submt to the
board a request to rescind the official designation
for the pest. The request shall include a report
W th reasons to justify resci ssion of t he
desi gnation

(h) For rescission as submtted as outlined in
subsection (g) above, the official designation of an
insect, mte, other pest, or plant disease as a pest
shall be rescinded follow ng approval by the board
pursuant to chapter 91.

84- 69A-5 Control or eradication of noxious
weeds; entry of private property. To the extent

there may be any conflict between this chapter and
chapter 4-68, control and eradication prograns for
noxi ous weeds shall be governed by section 152-6,
Hawaii Revised Statutes, and chapter 4-68. However
if after followng the procedures provided therein,
entry to private property other than dwelling places
for control or eradi cation of noxi ous weed
infestations is refused, any nenber of the departnent
or any agent authorized by the departnment may gain
entry in the sane manner as provided in section
141-3.6, Hawaii Revised Statutes, for maintenance of
any pest control or eradication program
